This opens up great possibilities for our use with 
the youth and for our weekly group Bible Study. 

The house was in great need of some tender 
loving care by way of cleaning and a fresh coat of 
paint. Previously each room was painted with 
two to three different bright colors. We put the 
AIMers to work helping with the painting. They 
did a great job. Lights and fans were also required 
to make the space a bit more comfortable. 

Beginning next month, we are going to start 
meeting together the first Sunday of every month 
as a congregation in Corquin. We will utilize the 
covered area behind the office space. We are 
excited to begin moving in this direction.
